Miss  Lewis  attended  Summer  School  at  Ohio  State  University  where  she  took  a 
special  course  in  Clinical  Psychology.    She  will  have  charge  of  the  Psychological 
Testing  Program, 

Dr.  Byron  and  twenty- four  of  his  students  who  were  taking  the  Workshop  in 
Juvenile  Delinquency  at  the  Eastern  College  of  Education  at  Billings  came  to 
lunch  and  spent  the  afternoon  visiting  the  school.  We  played  our  tape-recordings 
of  the  declamatory  work,  also  selections  recorded  by  our  Drum  Corps,  Orchestra, 
and  Glee  Club.    They  were  pleased  with  the  work  being  done  by  the  school.  In 
the  words  of  Dr.  Byron,  "I  had  no  idea  such  work  was  being  done  in  Montana." 
We  were  very  pleased. 

Two  of  our  girls  were  invited  to  attend  a  religious  camp  sponsored  by  the  Youth 
for  Christ  movement  at  Clydehurst,  a  camp  near  Big  Timber.    The  girls  had  a 
marvelous  time  and  were  asked  to  attend  again  next  siammer. 

The  fall  term  of  school  began  the  day  after  Labor  Day.    Labor  Day  was  celebrated 
by  a  Field  Day  -  games,  contests  and  a  picnic  in  the  park  by  the  outdoor  grill. 
The  pictures  taken  of  the  costumes  ajid  activities  show  that  all  had  a  wonderful 
time. 

The  girls  were  responsible  for  the  religious  services  during  the  summer. 

The  Soroptimists  had  a  picnic  and  held  their  weekly  meeting  at  the  school  in 
August.    They  reported  a  good  time  and  enjoyed  seeing  the  school  and  acquainting 
themselves  with  the  program  offered  girls  here.    Some  had  never  seen  the  place 
before. 

Mrs.  Fredregill's  Biology  class  is  proud  of  its  two  love  birds  and  its  bowl  of 
gold  fish. 

Miss  Ruby  A.  Miller  attended  the  Welfare  Conference  in  Butte. 

Our  Quartette  sang  at  the  dedication  of  the  annex  to  the  Eagles  Hall.    They  also 
sang  at  a  weekly  meeting  of  the  Kiwanis  Club.    Mrs.  Giulio,  our  music  teacher, 
accompanied  them. 

Thirty-two  girls  took  a  trip  on  the  Last  Chancer  after  finishing  their  course  in 
Montana  History,  under  Mrs.  Bishop.    They  sang  western  songs  during  the  trip. 
The  lecture  which  they  enjoyed  helped  them  to  fix  more  firmly  in  their  minds  the 
facts  they  had  learned  about  the  early  history  of  Helena  and  vicinity.    We  also 
have  a  share  in  "Helena  Unlimited." 

August  1,  Miss  Miller  attended  a  conference  of  Superintendents  of  Western  Institu- 
tions at  Kearney,  Nebraska.    It  was  a  very  interesting  conference.    One  of  the 
three  members  of  the  Nebraska  Board  of  Control  will  visit  us  in  November,  as  she 
was  very  impressed  with  our  program  for  girls.    The  Boys'  Industrial  School,  vrfiere 
the  meetings  were  held,  is  in  Kearney  and  the  Girls'  School  is  located  at  Geneva, 
Nebraska.    We  visited  Boys*  Town  at  Omaha  on  the  return  trip. 

The  executive  board  held  their  meeting  on  September  14-  All  the  members  were 
present.    Five  girls  were  parolled  and  three  girls  received  their  discharges. 

Montana  Youth  for  Study  and  Action  Committee  called  at  the  school  after  their 
meeting  in  the  Senate  Chambers. 

We  were  very  happy  to  have  Mrs.  Chambers, Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education's 
Budget  Committee,  and  the  other  members  of  her  committee  visit  otir  school.  We 
hope  to  have  other  members  of  the  State  Board  visit  us  to  see  what  we  are  attempt- 
ing to  do  in  connection  with  the  rehabilitation  of  our  little  Montana  teenage 
girls .    We  thank  her  and  her  committee  for  their  careful  and  kind  consideration 
of  our  budget  as  submitted. 

To  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Budget  Committee,  and  all  others  vrfio  have  been 
keenly  interested  in  our  program,  we  are  deeply  thankful.    Your  recognition  and 
understanding  of  our  problems  in  the  process  of  rehabilitating  our  youthfxd. 
offenders,  is  most  heartening.    Many  thanks  for  this  help.
